County Superintendent Says Flood 


Did Not Change His Intentions 


in Regard to Conference. 


TO DISCUSS VOCATIONAL LAW 


Manilla High School in Certified List. 


Teachers' Examination to be 


Held Next Saturday. 


The flood will have no bearing on 
County Supt. C. M. George’s original 
intention to attempt to arrange a 
conference 
of 
prominent 
farmers 
with the county board of education 
at its regular monthly meeting in the 
court house next Monday. 
The con­ 
ference was first conceived by the 
county superintendent to discuss the 
features of the new vocational edu­ 
cational law. 
Supt. George said today that the 
farmers had not shown any interest 
in the announced 
conference 
thus 
far. 
Only one announcement of it 
has been made, and lie believes that 
the lack of publicity may have had 
something to do with their apparent 
lethargy. 
He believes that the fa n n ­ 
ers are interested in vocational edu­ 
cation and that they will grasp the 
opportunity offered by this new Indi­ 
ana law. 
The flood and the excite­ 
ment incident to it. he thinks, has 
occupied the minds of the p eo p le of 
the community and they have taken 
little time to think of anything else. 
The 
county 
superintendent 
and 
others as well, believe that the busi­ 
ness men should take an interest in 
the new law. 
The teaching of voca­ 
tional subjects in the public schools, 
especially that of farming in the 
township schools, will work to make 
a greater increase in the farm pro­ 
ducts eventually. 
The results might 
not he seen at first, but in time, agri­ 
culturists believe, they will be ob­ 
tained. 
The law provides that the voca­ 
tional educational training, as re­ 
gards the employment of a county 
agent, shall not he applied in any 
county except where twenty or more 
farmers file a petition for a trial of 
the law and place on deposit five 
hundred dollars to show their good 
faith. 
The de'posit is used to defray 
the 
first expenses of 
the county 
agent. 
The 
county 
superintendent 
has 
been trying to get in touch with T. 
A. Coleman who is especially versed 
in the workings of the new law and 
who will be asked to talK 
to the 
county board of education and any 
farmers who 
may 
be 
interested 
enough to attend the meeting. 
The 
county board can do nothing except 
arouse the interest among the fa r­ 
mers. 
The petition has to be pre­ 
sented before the board 
can 
act. 
Only the first thirty counties in In ­ 
diana petitioning for a county agent 
will he accepted, according to the 
law, and thirty more may be added 
the second year the law is in effect. 
The county superintendent receiv­ 
ed word today that the M anilla high 
school had been made 
a 
certified 
school by the state board of educa­ 
tion. 
This makes five certified high 
schools in the county, the others be­ 
ing at Raleigh, Moscow, 
Arlington 
and New Salem. 
The commissioned 
high schools are located at Rush­ 
ville, Carthage and Milroy. 
Supt. George 
received 
a 
letter 
from Charles A. Greathouse, state 
superintendent, 
yesterday 
stating 
that 
the 
teachers’ 
examination, 
which was to have been 
held 
last 
Saturday, will 'be held next Saturday 
and that the license as a result of 
the examination will be recognized 
as valid just the same as if the ex­ 
amination had been held as was ori­ 
ginally intended. 
The 
examination 
had to be postponed because of the 
failure of the questions 
to arrive, 
due to the delav in the mails.

The damage to the sewer system 
of Rushville by the high water will 
not be as great as was first thought, 
according to Ed Kelley, city council­ 
man. 
In fact.

workmen may find that no damage 
at all was done. 
The first place is 
yet to be found where 
the 
sewer 
broke. 
The morning after the flood, 
from outward appearance, it seemed 
that hundred« of dollars of damage 
had been done to the system. 
Council Kelley fears 
that 
some 
trouble may still be caused as a re- 
ult of the high water. 
Near “ dead 
ends,” he says, the water will prob­ 
ably get sluggish and lie in the sewer 
if there is not enough velocity to the 
water to c a n y it 
away. 
The city 
may have to flush some parts of the 
ewer, he believes.

M art Clevenger, who is counted the 
best boatman in Rush county, has 
raised a fund to build a big life boat 
that can be used in floods similar to 
the one last week, if any ever occurs 
here again.

of Indiana Peopie. 


There has been come 
discussion 
as to whom the citizens of Rushville 
should appeal if they desired to a t­ 
tempt to compel the C. H. & D. and 
Big Four railroads to 
build 
more 
trestle work to the east and south 
of the city, to prevent a recurrence 
of the disastrous flood of last week. 
The 
county 
commissioners 
say 
that they have no power to make 
the railroads do as the people be­ 
lieve it should be done. 
The concen­ 
sus of opinion is that the 
appeal 
would have to be made to the public 
service commission which 
will 
he 
created M ay first. 
The very name of the commission 
indicates that this 
would 
be 
the 
place to make 
the 
attempt. 
The 
commission was established by the 
last legislature for the service of 
the people. 
W hile there is no clause in 
the 
public utilities commission act which 
will fit the local case exactly, it is 
pointed out that many things 
will 
come to the attention of the com­ 
mission which are not precisely set 
forth in the new act. 
It is argued that the commission 
w as created to protect the rights of 
the people of Indiana in dealing with 
railroads and 
other 
corporations. 
Then it seems that the present case 
would come under the commission’s 
direct supervision. 
The commission has the power to 
enforce any of its orders. 
It is de­ 
clared that if it could be shown that 
the building of more trestle work 
would prevent such a loss as Rush­ 
ville suffered, then the commission 
would most likely order it done.

W A LK S TEN M IL E S OF TH E WAY 


Tells of Thieves Who Stole Parts of 


Dead Bodies to Get Valuables 


That Were Worn. 


After rid in g wreckin g train s, in ter- 
urban cars, freights an d walkin g ten 
miles, L. C. Sn od grass, local C. II. & 
D. agen t, arrived in Rushville Sun d ay 
n ight. 
He was un able to get out of 
Cin cin n ati a week ago Mon d ay n ight 
on accoun t of high water an d spen t 
the remain d er of the week tryin g to 
fin d a way to get to Rushville. 
The 
operators here acted as agen t all 
d urin g the flood . 
Mr. Sn od grass left Cin cin n ati Mon ­ 
d ay n ight before the flood on the C. 
II. & D. train 
which would 
have 
reached here Tuesd ay morn in g about 
on e o’cock, if —. 
The train got as 
far as Cottage Grove an d turn ed 
back because a washed out track was 
feared . 
The n ews was received at 
Cottage Grove that the freight had 
gon e in the d itch n ear Griffin ’s sta­ 
tion . 
An effort was mad e to d etour the 
train over an other road , but that was 
impossible. 
The train backed in to 
Cin cin n ati, 
an d 
hasn ’t 
been 
run 
through yet. 
Mr. Sn od grass wen t 
over to Hamilton on ly to learn that 
the water had crept in to the C. II. & 
I), station there, an d that there was 
n o chan ce to get out by rail. 
He visited every town in the vicin ­ 
ity of Cin cin n ati but could n ot fin d a 
way to rid e. lie attempted to get to 
Dayton , but foun d that would be 
useless because he would have to 
have a pass from the mayor of Cin ­ 
cin n ati to get through the lin es. 
.Mi-. Sn od grass learn ed somethin g 
of the d isaster of Dayton . 
He said 
that the trouble caused the militia­ 
men by the thieves seemed almost un ­ 
believable. 
The agen t stated that a 
thief was foun d who carried in his 
pocket the han d of on e d ead woman 
an d fin gers from the bod ies of other 
women . 
He had taken them rather 
than go to the trouble to get the rin gs 
off. 
lie said that the sold iers mad e 
short work of such culprits. 
The 
mayor had alread y ord ered the police 
an d militiamen n ot to brin g a thief 
before him, but to shoot them on the 
spot. 
“On e of the thieves,” said Mr. 
Sn od grass, “posed as a relief worker. 
He was given charge of a boat an d 
wen t from house to house savin g 
people. 
He en tered on e house an d 
remain ed for some time. 
Other re­ 
lief workers supposed he had d rown ­ 
ed , an d fin ally wen t 
after him to 
learn the trouble. 
They shouted up­ 
stairs an d were told n o on e had been 
up after the survivors there. 
They 
foun d him wad in g in the water d own 
stairs fillin g a bag with silverware 
an d other valuables.” 
All the time that lie was away, Mr. 
Sn od grass could n ot get an y word to 
his wife. 
He fin ally got out of Cin ­ 
cin n ati Sun d ay morn in g on a traction 
lin e. 
He said he d id n ot get to rid e 
un til he had to tran sfer. 
He mad e 
ten chan ges before he got to a small 
town west of Cin cin n ati.

foun d a telephon e that was workin g 
an d reached the C. H. & D. agen t at 
Liberty. There were three other rail­ 
road men with him. 
The agen t sen t 
an agen t after them an d they were 
carried as far as the Brown stown 
brid ge, which was washed out.

County Superintendent Says Rood 


Did Not Change His Intentions 


in Regard to Conference. 


TO DISCUSS VOCATIONAL LAW 


Manilla High School in Certified List 


Teachers' Examination to be 


Held Next Saturday. 


The flood will have no bearing on 


County Supt/C. M. George's original 
intention to attempt to arrange a 
conference of prominent farmers 
with the county board of education 
at its regular monthly meeting in the 
court house next. Monday. The con- 
ference was first conceived by the 
county superintendent to discuss the 
features of the new vocational edu- 
cational law. 
» 


Supt. George said today that the 


farmers had -not shown any interest 
in the announced conference thus 
far. 
Only one announcement of it 


has been made, and he believes that 
the lack of publicity may have had 
something to do with their apparent 
lethargy. He believes that the farm- 
ers are interested in vocational edu- 
cation and that they will grasp the 
opportunity offered by this new Indi- 
ana law. The flood and the excite- 
ment incident to it, he thinks, has 
occupied the minds of the people of 
the community and they have taken 
little time to think of anything else. 


The county superintendent and 


others as- well, believe that tb« IniSii 
ness men should take an interest in 
the new law. The teaching, of voca- 
tional subjects in the public schools, 
especially that of farming in the 
township schools, will work to make 
a greater increase in the farm pro- 
ducts eventually. The results might 
not be seen at first, but in time, agri- 
culturists 'believe, they will be ob- 
tained. 


The law provides that the voca- 


tional educational training, as re- 
gards the employment of a county 
agent, shall not be applied in any 
county except where twenty or more 
farmers file a petition for a trial of 
the law and place on deposit five 
hundred dollars to show their good 
faith. The deposit is used to defray 
the first expenses of the county 
agent. 


The county superintendent has 


been trying to get in touch with T. 
A. Coleman who is especially versed 
in the workings of the new law and 
who will be asked to tale to the 
county board of education and .any 
farmers who may 
be 
interested 


enough to attend the meeting. The 
county board can do nothing except 
arouse the interest among the far- 
mers. The petition has to be pre- 
sented before the board 
can act. 


Only the first thirty counties in In- 
diana petitioning for a county agent 
will be accepted, according to the 
law, and thirty more may be added 
the second year the law is in effect. 


The county superintendent receiv- 


ed word today that the Manilla high 
school had been made a certified 
school by the state board of educa- 
tion. This makes five certified high 
schools in the county, the others be- 
ing at Raleigh, Moscow, Arlington 
and New Salem. The commissioned 
high schools are located at Rnsti- 
ville, Carthage and Milroy. 
'

a letter 


from Charles A. Greathonse, state 
superintendent, yesterday . stating 
that - the 
teachers' examination, 


which was to have been held last 
Saturday, will be held next Saturday 
and that the license as a result of 
the examination will be recognized 
as valid Just the same as if the ex- 
amination had been held as was ori- 
ginally intended.

BUILDING OF MORE TRESTLE 


They Point 
Out Commission Was 


Created to Protect the Rights 


of Indiana People. 


There has 'been come discussion 


as to whom the citizens of Rushville 
should appeal if they desired to at- 
tempt to compel the C. H. & D. and 
Big Four railroads to build more 
trestle work to the east and south 
of the 'city, to prevent a recurrence 
of the disastrous flood of last week. 


The county commissioners say 


that they have no power to make 
the railroads do as the people be- 
lieve it should be done. The concen- 
sus of opinion is that the appeal 
would have to be made to the public 
service commission which 
will be 


created May first. 


The very name of the commission 


indicates that this 
would be the 


place to make the attempt. The 
commission was established by the 
last legislature for the service of 
the people. 


While there is no clause in 
the 


public utilities commission act which 
will fit the local case exactly, it is 
pointed out that many things will 
come. to'xthe attention of the com- 
mission which are not precisely set 
forth far the new net. 


It is argued that the commission 


was created to protect the rights of 
the people of Indiana in dealing with 
railroads and other corporations. 
Then it seems that the present ease 
would come under the commission's 
direct supervision. 


The commission has the power to 


enforce any of its orders. It is de- 
clared that if it could be shown that 
the building of more trestle work 
would prevent such a loss as Rush- 
ville suffered, then the commission 
would most likely order it done.

banker and financier,, died in the 
Grand hotel here at 12:05

yesterday afternoon. The end came 
peacefully and while the great finan- 
cier was unconscious. Herbert L. 
Satterlee, Mrs. Satterlee, the finan- 
cier's daughter, and the physicians 
were at his 'bedside. 


Mr. Morgan's death - was due to 


the lack of nourishment, as his sys- 
tem was not assimilating even the 
liquid nourishment which had been 
given him through injections. 
His 


nervous system would not perform 
its function. 


Death was expected as the banker 


was stricken Easter Sunday by a re- 
currence of acute indigestion that 
had caused him to leave Egypt hur- 
riedly early in the month. He lost 
strength rapidly. The muscles of 
his throat refused to do their duty 
and it became impossible for him to 
swallow the liquids given him. 


The doctors finally resorted to in- 


jections, but last night it was dis- 
covered that he was not assimilating 
the nourishment from the liquids and 


l hope vanished.

L. C. Snodgrass, Held in Cincinnati 


by High Water, Reached Here 


After Many Experiences. 


WALKS TEN MILES OF THE WAY 


Tells of Thieves Who Stole Parts of 


Dead Bodies to Get Valuables 


That Were Worn. 


After riding wrecking trains, inter- 


urban cars, freights and walking ten 
miles, L. C. Snodgrass, local O. H. & 
D. agent, arrived in Rushville Sunday 
night. He was unable to get out of 
Cincinnati a week ago Monday night 
on account of high water and spent 
the remainder of the week trying to 
find a way to get to Rushville. The 
operators here acted as agent all 
during the flood. 


Mr. Snodgrass left Cincinnati Mon- 


day night before the flood on the C. 
H. & D. train 
which would have 


reached here Tuesday morning about 
one o'cock, if—. 
The train got as 


far as Cottage Grove and turned 
back because a washed out track was 
feared. 
The news was received at 


Cottage Grovs that the freight had 
gone in the ditch near Griffin's sta- 
tion. 


An effort was made to detour the 


train over another road, but that was 
impossible. 
The train backed into 


Cincinnati, and 
hasn't been 
run 


through yet. 
Mr. Snodgrass went 


over to Hamilton only to learn that 
the water had crept into the C. II. & 
D. station there, and that there was 
no chance to get out by rail. 


He visited every town in the vicin- 


ity of Cincinnati but could not find a 
way to ride. He attempted to get to 
Dayton, but found that would be 
useless because he would have to 
have a pass from the mayor of Cin- 
cinnati to get through the lines. 


Mr. Snodgrass learned something 


of the disaster of Dayton. He said 
that the trouble caused the militia- 
men by the thieves seemed almost un- 
believable. The agent stated that a 
thief was found who carried in his 
pocket the hand of one dead woman 
and fingers from the bodies of other 
women. He had taken them rather 
than go to the trouble to get the rings 
off. 


He said that the soldiers made 


short work of such culprits. 
The 


mayor had already ordered the police 
and militiamen not to bring a thief 
before him, but to shoot them on the 
spot. 


"One of the thieves," said Mr. 


Snodgrass, "posed as a relief worker. 
He was given charge of a boat and 
went from house to house saving 
people. 
He entered one house and 


remained for some time. Other re- 
lief workers supposed he hsd drown- 
ed, and finally went 
after him to 


learn the trouble. They shouted up- 
stairs and were told no one had been 
up after the survivors there. 
They 


found him wading in the water down 
stairs filling a bag with silverware 
and other valuables." 


•All the time that he was away, Mr. 


Snodgrass could not get any word to 
his wife. He finally got out of Cin- 
cinnati Sunday morning on a traction 
line. He said he did not get to ride 
until he had to transfer. He made 
ten changes before he got to a small 
town west of Cincinnati 
There he 


found a telephone that was working 
and reached the C. H. & D. agent at 
Liberty. There were three other rail- 
road men with him. The agent sent 
an agent after them and they were 
carried as far as the Brownstown 
bridge, which was washed out. They 
crossed the river 
and walked ten 


miles to Connersville. They caught a 
wreck train and arrived in Rushville 
at 
twelve-thirty 
o'clock Monday 


morning.

From that 
step to the point where the water 
flowed in the house in the recent 
flood, is seven feet and six inches, 
making the river that much higher 
than in the former big flood.
